Within the last few years planetary probes 
have visited many of our neighbors in the 
solar system. In our July meetings, Dr. 
Lee Simon, Director of the Morrison 
Planetarium, will share some of the fas- 
cinating photographs and results from 
these missions in a slide/lecture pres- 
entation entitled, “A New View of Space’”’. 
First stop, the sun, and some surprising 
photos taken from the Skylab. Then on to 
the cratered surface of Mercury, to 
Venus, Mars and to the giant planet, 
Jupiter, as seen by the Pioneer space- 
craft. Next to the newly discovered rings 
of Uranus and finally to Saturn, which will 
be visited in September, 1979. Also in- 
cluded in this “‘space tour’ is a look at 
the exciting frontiers of astronomy... 
quasars, black holes, and space settle- 
ments, the subject of the current major 
exhibit in Lovell White Hall. 

As usual, your membership card admits 
you through the main entrance at Cowell 
Hall. At the matinee meeting you may be 
asked to present your card at the audi- 
torium door also.

Special Exhibits 


Man in Space: Our New Environment, the 
current show in Lovell White Hall is on 
loan from the NASA/Ames Research 
Center. It seems that the Academy has 
“cornered the market” in the area of 
space settlement exhibits ... there is not 
another one like it anywhere! For this 
reason, Dan Rather of the CBS ‘‘60- 
Minute’ program, and a team of camera- 
men came to the CAS to film the exhibit 
and record visitor reaction to living in 
space. This segment, which features Dr. 
Gerard O’Neill, the “Father of Space 
Settlements’, will be seen later this year.

Indians of Lower California is a new ex- 
hibit in Hohfeld Gallery |. Based on the 
Pacific Discovery article by A. B. Elsasser 
of the Lowie Museum, which appeared 

in the May-June, 1977 issue, this display 
features drawings and maps from the 
15th and 16th centuries, and artifacts and 
animals of the area from the Academy’s 
own collections. 
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A permanent and very special exhibit is 
now open in the Wattis Hall of Man. The 
latest habitat scene to be added to the 
growing exhibit family in the main hall 
depicts a scene from the Japanese Rice 
Culture, an era which began around 250

B.C. with the introduction of rice from 
China. The exhibit shows a woman trans- 
planting rice in front of her farmhouse 
while carp, raised for food, swim in the 
shallow waters of the rice paddy. 


To celebrate the opening of this life-like 
display, a month of living arts from Japan 
has been scheduled in the Wattis Hall of 
Man. 


July 3, at 2:30 — The formal Japanese tea 
ceremony is derived from ancient 
Buddhist rituals. It is performed by the 
Shimaoka Sosei Shachu. Ikebana, the art 
of flower arranging, incorporates many 
Japanese ideas and principles of beauty. 
This demonstration is by Suiyo Fujimoto. 


July 10, at 2:00 — Tsutsu gaki and kata- 
zome, traditional methods of textile resist 
printing with rice paste, are demonstrated 
by Yoshiko Wada. 


July 17, at 3:00 — The koto, a zither-like 
instrument, which flourished during 
Japan’s Edo period, from the 17th to the 
19th centuries, will be played in a koto 
concert by the Shimaoka Kazusa Kai. 


July 31, at 3:00 — The classical dances 
of Japan are performed by the Fujima 
Classical Dance Group. 


As an added attraction, the Living Arts 
Program presents an evening of Japa- 
nese Chamber Music featuring Yoko 
Ito Gates on the koto and Ryudo Taka- 
hashi on the shakuhachi, (bamboo 
flute). The artists are professors at the 
Center for World Music in Berkeley and 
will offer a demonstration in the Wattis 
Hall of Man on Saturday, July 30 from 
4 to 5 p.m. followed by a concert of 
Japanese Chamber Music in the Mor- 
rison Auditorium at 8:00 p.m. Tickets 
are available at the door for $2.00 to 
members and $3.00 to the general pub- 
lic. (Members of the American Society 
for Eastern Arts may also purchase 
tickets for $2.00.)

September 9 to 18 

This 10 day excursion into the wilds 

(and not-so-wilds), of Canada is one of 
the outstanding trips offered this year by 
the Academy. First stop is Vancouver and 
Victoria for a visit to the Provincial 


Museum and Thunderbird Park. Then ‘‘up 
the island” to catch the Queen of Prince 
Rupert ferry for the overnight cruise up 
the Inside Passage to Prince Rupert. 
From here you will travel through more 
magnificent country to the land of the 
misty Skeena River and ’Ksan, the home 
of the three master carvers who designed 
and carved the Academy’s totem pole 
last summer. Our friends in Ksan have 
arranged a traditional feast, with all the 
entertainment, and reliable sources say 
this is a highlight! (With the fall colors of 
the area beginning, photographers should 
bring plenty of film.) Next stop is Barker- 
ville, gold rush boomtown of the 1860's, 
restored to its former glory, and then 
back to Vancouver to take in the Aquar- 
ium, the Maritime Museum, Stanley Park 
and the fine Museum of Anthropology at 
U.B.C. The finale is an all-day excursion 
on the Royal Hudson steam locomotive 
along some of Canada’s most spectac- 
ular coast and mountain scenery to 
Squamish. This truly remarkable trip, led 
by Diane Butler, is $750, including all 
transportation, and is limited to 20. Re- 
serve early through the Travel Office at 
the Academy.
